
Anger at 'make them 


walk to school' plan 


CHILDREN with special needs could 
be forced to walk to school be¬ 
cause of latest money-saving plans 
announced by Northamptonshire 
County Council, a senior opposition 
politician has claimed. 

Since March last year, the county council 
has saved £966,000 from the cost of its trans¬ 
port services. 

It now plans to save a further £1.05 million 
by looking at areas such as school transport 
and transport for disabled people. 

One area which officials said might have 
to be tackled was children aged between four 
and 16 with special needs, who were provided 
with transport to school despite “living with¬ 
in walking distance”. 

But during a meeting of the council’s cabi¬ 
net this week, the leader of the opposition 
Labour group, Councillor John McGhee {Lab, 
Kingswood) said withdrawing transport serv¬ 
ices from such people would be 
wrong. 

He said: “The outcome of 
this will be that vulnerable 
young people with learning 
disabilities will be left to walk 
to school in the winter.” 

The cabinet member 
for adult social services, 
Councillor Robin Brown 
(Con, Braunston) said: 
“The most vulnerable 
people in this county 
will continue to receive

services. 

“We’re looking to be 
fair and we will look 
at every individual’s 
case.”

Crash death is 
15th fatality on 
roads in 2012 

A WOMAN died after her car 
crashed into a sign and rolled 
onto its roof on the A45 near the 
Earls Barton turn-off. 

Joanna Smith, from Northamp¬ 
ton, was pronounced dead at the 
scene of the crash on the east- 
bound carriageway of the A45 at 
around 8.45am on Tuesday. 

Mrs Smith, who was originally 
from Poland, worked at a phar¬ 
macy in Irchester. 

She was married last July to 
John Smith, a sports reporter at 
the Mercury ’s sister newspaper, 
the Evening Telegraph. 

A spokesman for Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police said: “At around 
8.45am [on Tuesday], a black 
Honda Jazz car left the carriage¬ 
way near to the Earls Barton 
junction and was in collision 
with a road sign. The car then 
came to rest in a ditch. 

“The fire and ambulance serv¬ 
ices attended the collision but 
the female driver of the Honda 
was pronounced dead at the 
scene.” 

Mrs Smith was the 15th person 
to die on the county’s roads in 
2012. This compares to 19 in the 
whole of 2011. At the same time 
last year, only four people had 
died on the county’s roads. 

The cause ofTuesday’s acci¬ 
dent is not yet known, but there 
is concern at the overall rise in 
fatalities this year. 

The increase comes after 
Northamptonshire County 
Council withdrew funding for 
the county’s casualty reduction 
partnership. 

This included safety cameras 
across the county being switched 
off on April 1, 2011.

Mobile speed cameras have caught 21,950 drivers speeding in the 
12 months since fixed cameras were axed 

Speeding 
tickets drop 
20 per cent 


THE number of drivers is¬ 
sued with speeding tickets 
has dropped hy 20 per cent 
following the axing of speed 
cameras last year. 

A police chief stressed that 
speeding was still a priority in the 
county following the controversial 
switch off in April 2011. 

In the 12 months since the axing, 
21,950 motorists have been caught 
breaking the county’s speed limits 
by the force’s mobile enforcement 
cameras. 

It compares with 28,359 who 
were caught in the previous 12 
months, the vast majority by fixed 
cameras. 

The cameras were turned off 
after Northamptonshire County 
Council voted to disband the coun¬ 
ty’s Casualty Reduction Partner¬ 
ship, despite opposition by North¬ 
amptonshire Police. 

Last year the force revealed they 
had seen an increase in speed¬ 
ing cars since the cameras were 
switched off. 

Northamptonshire Police Su¬ 
perintendent Sean Bell said this 
week: “Fixed site cameras were 
effectively switched off at the end 
of March 2011 following the with¬ 
drawal of funding for the Casualty 
Reduction Partnership. 

“Northamptonshire Police now 
focuses on the pro-active use of 
mobile camera vans to enforce 
speeds throughout the county 

“Tackling speeding remains a 
priority for the force as part of the 
Fatal Four campaign which also 
looks at the use of mobile phones 
when driving, drink and drug driv¬ 
ing, and seat belt use.” 

The figures come as the county’s 
death toll on the roads hits 14 al¬ 
ready this year, compared to just 
four in the first three months of 
last year prior to the switch off.

ty saw a 21 per cent drop in the 
number of deaths which totalled 
19. 

Superintendent Bell added: 
“Sadly 2012 has so far seen 14 
deaths on the county’s roads. Each 
of these fatal collisions will be 
thoroughly investigated by our 
collision investigation team and 
all possible causation factors ex¬ 
plored. 

“We will continue to work 
with our partners to en¬ 
sure the roads are as safe as 
they can be and would 
urge all road users 
to take care and think road safety 
at all times.” 

Northampton South MP Brian 
Binley said he was not surprised 
to hear the number of tickets be¬ 
ing issued has dropped. 

He added: “I believe cameras are 
primarily a way of making money 
There are other ways of dealing 
with speeding. 

“The trouble is the point that 
cameras can in fact cause acci¬ 
dents cannot be proved because 
the figures have never been pro¬ 
duced.”

Work is due to 
start on town's 
new skatepark 


WORK to build Northampton's world- 
class skate park is due to start in just 
a few weeks. 

Members of Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee last week backed 
plans to build the £250,000 park on land at 
Midsummer Meadow, off Bedford Road. 

The people behind the plan now hope work 
will start on the development before the end 
of the month. 

The chairman of Northampton Skatepark 
Action Group, Kevin Charles, said: “We’re 
keen to start work on site as soon as possible. 

“At the moment, we’re working towards a 
start date of April 23, which is great news for 
all the skaters in the town.” 

It is hoped work on the facility will be com¬ 
pleted in just three months, meaning it would 
be ready for the summer holidays. 

Mr Charles said: “The summer break is 


very important for us and fortunately, the 
people who are coming in to build the park 
have got a space in their diaries at the mo¬ 
ment, so they can do the work for us pretty 
much straight away. 

“Everybody is just overjoyed with the way 
things are going. 

“There’s almost a degree of not believing it 
from some people because a lot of them didn’t 
think we’d ever get to this point. 

“But everyone is just over the moon that we 
have.” 

The open air, concrete skatepark has been 
deigned to be the best of its type in the coun¬ 
try. 

It will be able to be used by a variety of 
groups, including skateboarders, BMX riders 
and in-line skaters. 

The funding for the park has come from a 
£250,000 grant which was approved by the bor¬ 
ough council last year.

SEVEN years after the last 
record shop closed down in 
Northampton's main shop¬ 
ping street, a new one has 
opened. 

The last dedicated music store 
in Abington Street, Spinadisc, 
closed in 2005. 

Following that closure, Zavvi in 
the Grosvenor Centre shut, leav¬ 
ing HMV as the only national mu¬ 
sic shop in the town. 

But now, national chain That’s 
Entertainment, is due to open a 
store in the former Argos shop op¬ 
posite the town’s library. 

The shop will be the discount 
retailer’s 28th in the country and 
the firm’s head of retail, Craig 
Dawson, said: “There are a lot of 
empty shops in Abington Street at 
the moment, so it’s nice to see one 
of them being filled and opening a 
shop in Northampton has been on 
our list for a long time.” 


Across the country, many record 
shops have struggled to survive 
as the sale of internet downloads 
has rocketed. But Mr Dawson said 
That’s Entertainment, which spe¬ 
cialised in selling older albums 
and DVDs from warehouse clear¬ 
ances and second hand collections, 
had found a business model which 
bucks the national trend. 

He said: “We’re now the coun¬ 
try’s largest independent retailer. 
We’ve grown very quickly from 
opening our first store just over 
two years ago. 

“We started to push on with a 
national strategy after that and we 
hope to open 15 to 20 more shops 
this year. 

“We’re really trying to do some¬ 
thing a bit different to HMV. We of¬ 
fer more of a catalogue of albums 
and it’s all about range and vari¬ 
ety, but at prices of £1.99 or £2.99.” 

The opening of the shop has cre¬ 
ated 10 new jobs in Northampton.

webpage.

A NEW-STYLE ambulance 
service will see lesser quali¬ 
fied medical staff sent to 
non-emergencies in North¬ 
amptonshire, helping para¬ 
medics to deal with increas¬ 
ing numbers of 999 calls. 

In the last 12 months, call-outs 
by East Midlands Ambulance Serv¬ 
ice for the most serious category 
of emergency have gone up 12 per 
cent. 

As a result, ambulance chiefs 
want to reorganise medical staff, 
reserving paramedics, it highest- 
skilled medical staff, for life-threat¬ 
ening accidents or illnesses. 

It will leave new Urgent Care 
Ambulances, crewed by emer¬ 
gency care assistants (ECAs), to 
transport non-emergency patients 
to hospital after they are seen by a 
GP or nurse. Other minor patients 
may be treated at home. 

Peter Ripley, the director of op¬ 
erations, admitted the new system 
will rely much more heavily on the 
skills of 999 call takers. 


If an EC A is sent out and the con¬ 
dition is actually more serious, or 
worsens, then an extra treatment 
delay would ensue while getting a 
paramedic to the scene. 

Mr Ripley said: “I can’t say that 
won’t happen. But that’s why we 
will be putting nurses in the con¬ 
trol room on the phones so they can 
determine the right resources bet¬ 
ter than staff who aren’t clinically 
trained. It’s correct to say that the 
call staff will be absolutely key.” 

A report to an extraordinary 
board meeting outlined how ambu¬ 
lance managers believe changes to 
the population as well as less NHS 
money have also made the new 
model necessary. 

Traditionally, the aim has been 
to “provide a paramedic on every 
frontline vehicle, sending the near¬ 
est available resource, as fast as 
possible”, it says. But this means 
that “highly-skilled clinical staff 
are required to deal with routine 
work, which would be more appro¬ 
priately dealt with by an alterna¬ 
tive role.”

Crime rise 
is first in 
eight years 


Northamptonshire Police Chief Constable Adrian Lee atWootton Hall 

Police promise to tackle 
rising violence in county 


LEVELS of crime across North¬ 
amptonshire have increased for 
the first time in eight years, new 
figures have revealed. 

Police chiefs revealed crime in 
county increased by 0.6 per cent, 
or 280 extra recorded crimes, 
compared to last year. 

Chief Constable of Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police, Adrian Lee, de¬ 
scribed the small increase, which 
comes after crime fell by around 
11 per cent last year, as “flatlin¬ 
ing” after almost a decade of de¬ 
creases. 

He said the increase was, in 
part, down to the economic down¬ 
turn but also admitted a shortage 
of police officers in Northampton¬ 
shire had also had an impact. 

The force is currently more 
than 40 officers short of its “es¬ 
tablishment” figure, which is the 
number of officers the county re¬ 
quires to police the streets. 

Addressing the increase, Mr 
Lee said: “It is a raise, but I think 
it is a sign of the impact of the 
economy. When people are short 
of money, historically that has 
had an impact on offending. 

“I think the fact we became 
under establishment wasn’t help¬ 
ful and that is one thing we are 
addressing very quickly and we 
want to return to reducing crime 
this financial year.” 

Despite having to save around £5 
million in the coming 12 months, 
Mr Lee said more police would 
still end up on the streets in the 
coming year. 

Mr Lee said: “We have to carry 
on making savings. We have a plan 
that doesn’t affect front-line polic¬ 
ing. Because of our underspend 
last year we are able to delay by 
a year the reduction in police of¬ 
ficers numbers and PCSOs, which 
is helpful. 

“We are also starting to bring 
more people into the force to 
make sure we are at our establish¬ 
ment level.” 

Mr Lee said interviews had al¬ 
ready taken place with a number 
of candidates, with 14 transferees 
from other forces already offered 
jobs in the county. A number of 
PCSOs are also likely to be inter¬ 
viewed for full-time Pc roles. 

Around 70 PCSOs in Northamp¬ 
tonshire are believed to have ex¬ 
pressed an interest in becoming a 
police constable. 

The force had previously imple¬ 
mented a recruitment freeze for 
more than two years. 

Mr Lee said the force was now 
looking towards policing the Ol¬ 
ympics, which could see officers 
drafted down to London, as well 
as the Diamond Jubilee. 

He added: “The challenge now 
is to get back to cutting crime.” 


POLICE chiefs in Northamp¬ 
tonshire have launched a 
new, high-profile operation 
in a bid to battle increasing 
amounts of violence across 
the county. 

Operation Challenge, which has 
been launched this month, will see 
police officers tasked with fighting 
rising levels of violent crime in 
Northamptonshire, including both 
late-night town centre violence and 
domestic abuse. 

The move comes after Northamp¬ 
tonshire Police published end-of- 
year crime figures, which reveal 
violent offences across the county 
increased by 5.3 per cent in the last 
12 months. 

In Northampton the number of 
violent crimes increased by one 
per cent between April 1, 2011, and 
March 31,2012. However, in other ar¬ 


eas of the county, including Daven- 
try, violence crime increased by as 
much as 14 per cent on the previous 
12 months. 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee said 
the level of violence across the 
county was now “out of kilter” with 
similar forces in the country. He said 
the force was aiming to cut violence 
crime by 3.5 per cent in the coming 
year. 

At a briefing, he said: “We will 
put more people into the detection 
of violent crime and we will have 
special teams who will deal with vio¬ 
lence crime. We have also set aside 
£500,000 specifically to spend on vio¬ 
lent crime initiatives.” 

The operation follows the success 
of the force’s Operation Guardian, 
launched three years ago to crack¬ 
down on burglars, robbers, car 
thieves and drug dealers. 

Mr Lee said Operation Challenge, 


which will run alongside Opera¬ 
tion Guardian, marked a change in 
emphasis for the force. However, he 
said the two initiatives would invari¬ 
ably target the same people, as well 
as repeat offenders. 

He said: “It will be different from 
Operation Guardian. That is a single 
county-wide initiative and the things 
we do have been the same across the 
county. Violence crime is split into 
different aspects, there is the night¬ 
time economy element, there is do¬ 
mestic violence, there are serious 
sexual offences, so it isn’t quite the 
same as Guardian. 

“However, if we are going to send 
some of our resources from serious 
acquisitive crime to violent crime 
we are likely to have people who 
are having an impact on both those 
types of crime.” 

Addressing so-called career crimi¬ 
nals, he added: “Repeat offenders are 


our target from now on. If you are a 
repeat offender than you are a target 
for Northamptonshire Police. If you 
are a repeat offender you are going 
to be put on the back foot.” 

Mr Lee said he was keen to see 
police deal with victims of crime as 
sympathetically as possible. 

He added: “I want the organisa¬ 
tion to think much more about the 
quality of care we give people, not 
just the outcomes. 

“Sometimes people go into hospi¬ 
tal and they will not necessarily get 
hugely better, but they can still be 
extremely grateful for the care they 
receive. That is not too dissimilar to 
policing.” 

He added: “If someone has been 
burgled then we can’t stop that 
from happening, but the quality of 
care we give them can make them 
feel a lot better about what has hap¬ 
pened.”

Undercover 
work catches 
rogue traders 


DETAILS showing how often of¬ 
ficials from Northamptonshire 
County Council have used under¬ 
cover surveillance techniques to 
catch rogue traders have been 
released by the authority. 

Latest information released by the 
council shows that between September 
2011 and February this year, officials 
carried out undercover work 10 times 
under the Regulation of Investigatory 
Powers (RIPA) Act. 

The work included one sting where 
an undercover vehicle with cameras in¬ 
side was parked outside a house to film 
a group of rogue traders who had car¬ 
ried out “a substantial building work 
fraud”. 

Other cases saw the council obtain 
the mobile phone records of people who 
were suspected of a range of crimes, in¬ 
cluding money laundering and illegally 
storing fireworks. 

In a report which will be seen by 
councillors next week, David Hedger 
from the council’s Trading Standards 
team said the investigatory powers were 
being used appropriately. 

He added: “Wherever possible the use 
of covert surveillance is avoided. 

“However in appropriate circum¬ 
stances the use of covert surveillance 
is necessary and proportionate for the 
prevention or detection of crime.” 

He also pointed out the council had 
never received any complaints about

the use of under cover investigations. 

The only department of the council 
which currently uses the investigatory 
powers is Trading Standards. The fire 
service did use the powers several years 
ago, but has not recently. 

The council’s use of the powers will 
be discussed by councillors during a 
meeting on April 11. 


Houses plan for field 


A FIELD behind a row 
of executive houses in 
Wootton can have new 
homes built on it after 
Northampton Borough 
Council’s planning 
committee unanimous¬ 
ly backed the scheme.

THE chief executive of a 
Northamptonshire-based 
cash-and-carry wholesaler 
claims convenience stores 
will have a chance to in¬ 
crease sales in light of new 
Government-imposed to¬ 
bacco rules. 

The Government last week 
introduced a ban on the dis¬ 
play of tobacco in large shops 
in England but it will not be 
brought into smaller shops until 
2015. 

Charles Wilson, chief execu¬ 
tive of Booker, said convenience 
stores were facing a £1 billion 
opportunity to win new custom¬ 
ers and grow their sales from the 
new legislation. 

However Sadhana Patel, of 
Classic News, in Park Avenue 
North, Abington, Northampton, 
said he did not think the legisla¬ 
tion would make a huge differ¬ 
ence to sales due to the rising 
price of tobacco. 

He said: “Small shopkeepers 
will see some benefits because I 
think more people will shop with 
them but at the same time the 
price of tobacco is going up and I 
think this will put people off buy¬ 
ing cigarettes all together. 

“I think when the ban comes in 
for smaller shops in 2015 it will 
close a lot of businesses. 


“People want to know how 
much what they are buying will 
cost and automatically think su¬ 
permarket prices are cheaper so 
they will go there.” 

The new legislation is part of 
Department of Health plans to 
keep tobacco out of sight to deter 
young people from smoking and 
help others to kick the habit. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council’s cabinet member for 


environment, Councillor Ben 
Smith, said: “Current research 
suggests half of all long-term 
smokers will die from a tobacco- 
related disease. 

“Most become addicted as 
teenagers, which demonstrates 
the importance of protecting fu¬ 
ture generations of children by 
discouraging smoking including 
by reducing the merchandising 
of tobacco.”

Funding shortage 
for breastfeeding 
support services 



Funding levels for breast-feeding support services in the county 
have been revealed to be significantly less than neighbouring 
counties by as much as 40 per cent 


MUMS in Northampton¬ 
shire get 40 per cent less 
funding for breast-feeding 
support services than Ox¬ 
fordshire. 

NHS bosses have revealed they 
spent £60,000 last year on en¬ 
couraging new mums to breast¬ 
feed and therefore making their 
babies more healthy in the long 
term, and will outlay the same 
amount this year. 

The total will not include funds 
for a scrapped service where 
mums teach others the vital skill, 
or the popular drop-in North¬ 
ampton Baby Cafe in Wellington 
Street, which was forced to close 
last month. 

NHS Oxfordshire has revealed 
it spends £100,000 a year in sup¬ 
port for its similar-sized popula¬ 
tion, which includes eight baby 
cafes. 

It also boasts a peer support 
programme and a scheme target¬ 
ing groups of mothers who would 
not normally breast-feed, offer¬ 
ing 18 hour-a-day, seven-days-a- 
week support for the fortnight 
after they give birth. 

Kim Watts, a campaigning 
mum who used to use the North¬ 
ampton Baby Cafe, said: “It just 
shows the low regard in which 
NHS Northamptonshire holds 
breast-feeding. 

“Even the money they have 
budgeted has not been set allo¬ 
cated yet. 

“I’m about to have another 
baby and I’m not aware of any 
specialist support to fill the gap.” 


NHS Northamptonshire said 
the peer support service, called 
Mum2Mum, was a trial scheme 
“subject to an evaluation” and, 
as such, will end on April 30. 

It said the Baby Cafe provided 
“a consistent high standard of 
breast-feeding support to both 
mothers and health profession¬ 
als, and “has undoubtedly ena¬ 
bled many mothers to continue 
breast-feeding for longer”. 

However, it claims the cafe 
model “incurs a cost which 
means that continued funding is 
always under review.” 

A spokeswoman for NHS North¬ 
amptonshire added: “Our public 


health budgets have not yet been 
finalised by Government, so no 
decision has been made about the 
funding of breast-feeding servic¬ 
es for 2012-13. 

“NHS and other statutory budg¬ 
ets are under continued pressure 
and all services currently funded 
need to be cost-effective to attract 
ongoing funding. 

“We are meeting local provid¬ 
ers including Northamptonshire 
Healthcare NHS Trust, Action 
for Children and Baby Ways) 
to discuss how we can commis¬ 
sion breastfeeding support in 
2012-13. No decisions have been 
made.”

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Mum texted before crash 


A MOTHER-of-two died af¬ 
ter her car veered across a 
Northamptonshire road fol¬ 
lowing a text message con¬ 
versation while she was driv¬ 
ing. 

Claire Purves, aged 34, was driv¬ 
ing along Welsh Lane near the turn¬ 
off to Greatworth on the evening 
of September 26 last year, with her 
young son a passenger, when her 
Ford Focus hit a Jaguar car coming 
the other way. 

The boy escaped from the car, 
which quickly burst into flames. An 
inquest heard last week that it was 
highly likely that Mrs Purves, from 
Sulgrave, died as a result of the im¬ 
pact and would not have suffered 
from the fire. 

The hearing heard a statement 
from Ian Evenden, a former ambu¬ 


lance cadet, who tried to rescue Mrs 
Purves by bending open a car door, 
after coming across the scene. 

He said: “Parts of the burnt mate¬ 
rial kept dropping onto her clothing, 
which I had to keep brushing off. 

“I tried to get her out but she was 
trapped, I don’t know how. 

“The fumes and the heat were get¬ 
ting too much and I could do noth¬ 
ing more. 

“I did what I could but I just 
couldn’t get her out.” 

Mrs Purves’ car had veered onto 
the opposite side of the road as it 
rounded a bend and neither driver 
had time to brake before their vehi¬ 
cles struck each other. 

The passenger of the 
Jaguar broke her ster¬ 
num and foot. 

The driver, her hus¬ 
band, who the Northamp¬ 


tonshire coroner Anne Pember said 
was blameless, broke a leg, knee cap 
and some toes. 

Two officers from Northampton¬ 
shire Police who gave evidence said 
it was likely Mrs Purves had been 
texting a friend, whom she had met 
via the internet, during the jour¬ 
ney. 

Gary Whaley, a police case build¬ 
er, said analysis of phone records 
showed, in the 15 minutes before the 
accident, she received three texts 
from the same number and had re¬ 
plied twice. 

He added: “It’s our assumption 
that there was a text conversation 


during the journey 

“It’s possible that she could have 
been replying to that last message 
just before the accident. 

“You cannot say it was confirmed, 
but her mobile phone use was cor¬ 
roborated by her son when he was 
interviewed afterwards.” 

Mrs Pember, recording a verdict 
of accidental death, said: “The 
cause of this accident would seem 
to be driver error. 

“It also seems she could have been 
using her mobile phone. 

“What a shame if she was, be¬ 
cause so many people who loved her 
have been affected.”

Carried away by knitting 



A WOMAN from North¬ 
amptonshire has knitted 
more than 1,000 Easter 
chicks to help raise mon¬ 
ey for a hospice. 

Margaret Wright was 
asked by her friend, Shei¬ 
la Williams, to help knit 
some chicks to help the 
Trinity Hospice appeal. 

Mrs Wright admitted 
she got “a bit carried 
away” once she started 
knitting. 

She said: “I can’t stop 
knitting chicks. 

“Sheila and I are old 
school friends and I visit 
her in Clapham. I was go¬ 
ing to knit a few chicks 
but I just kept going, now 
I’m doing 25 a week. 


“I can’t even watch 
the TV without knitting 
chicks,” added Margaret. 

Most of the chicks will 
be sold by 14 south Lon¬ 
don schools to raise mon¬ 
ey for the hospice. 

Last year, the chicks 
- each filled with a creme 
eggs - raised more than 
£8,000 for Trinity. 

This year, the charity 
is hoping to beat that fig¬ 
ure. 

Fund-raiser Catherine 
Sykes, who coordinated 
this year’s big knit, said: 
“It is a fantastic effort 
from all of our knitters 
and the local schools who 
sell the chicks for us.

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Family of victim 
gets sympathy 
letter from USA 


THE US ambassador for 
the United Kingdom has 
written to the family of 
murdered James Kouzaris 
to express his country's 
sympathy of their loss. 

Mr Kouzaris was brutally mur¬ 
dered by Shawn Tyson while on 
holiday in Sarasota, Florida, last 
April. 

Seventeen-year-old killer Ty¬ 
son was jailed for life for the 
double murder of Mr Kouzaris, 
aged 24, and James Cooper, aged 
25, and now faces life behind bars 
without the prospect of parole. 

The ambassador’s letter comes 
after the friends and family of Mr 
Kouzaris called on President Bar¬ 
rack Obama to apologise for the 
savage shootings and either make 
a public or private expression of 
sympathy. 

The White House has so far 
failed to respond to three letters 
from Mr Kouzaris’s father and 
has ignored requests from the 
Chronicle & Echo. 

However, the US Embassy 
spokesman confirmed that Am- 
bassadorhad now written to the

families of the two victims to con¬ 
vey his sympathy for their loss. 

The letter, which was hand de¬ 
livered by the ambassador’s jus¬ 
tice attache, is believed to have 
been issued after MP for North¬ 
ampton North, Michael Ellis, 
asked for an official gesture. 

Mr Ellis said: “I contacted the 
US Embassy and the ambassador 
immediately agreed he should 
do something and instructed his 


justice attache to come to North¬ 
ampton and to meet the family. 
I then contacted the family and 
they were happy for that to take 
place. The ambassador wrote a 
letter to the family and that was 
handed over.” 

The letter comes as a 92-foot¬ 
ball club relay between every 
league ground in England and 
Wales completed its 75th stage. 
The relay, which started in North¬ 
ampton, is due to end at Sixfields 
later this month. 

The relay has been organised 
by Always A Chance, the charity 
set-up in memory of the murder 
friends. 

Mr Kouzaris and Mr Cooper 
were shot dead after leaving a 
popular bar in Sarasota and wan¬ 
dering into a low-income housing 
complex less than an hour later. 

They were then stalked by Ty¬ 
son, confronted, made to plead for 
their lives and then brutally shot 
in the chest and back. 

Tyson was only on the streets 
after a mix-up between judges 
saw him mistakenly released 
from custody. 

He was unanimously convicted 
by a jury in Sarasota.

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New student flats are J vital to 
the future of the university' 


THE MAN in charge of 
The University of North¬ 
ampton says the devel¬ 
opment of 464 student 
flats in the centre of the 
town is vital for the col¬ 
lege's future. 

Northampton Borough 
Council’s planning committee 
last week approved plans to al¬ 
low the university to build the 
new halls of residence over 
the St John’s open air car park, 
close to the Derngate theatre, 
despite strong opposition from 
people who live nearby. 

Following the move, the uni¬ 
versity’s vice-chancellor, Pro¬ 
fessor Nick Petford, said the 
development was “vital to se¬ 
cure the university’s future”. 

He added: “To remain com¬ 
petitive, the university must 
be able to offer its students 
the very best accommodation 
when they choose to study 
here and this new hall helps 
to enhance its accommodation 
significantly. 

“This really is excellent 
news for both the university 
and the whole of Northamp¬ 
ton, which will continue to 
benefit economically and so¬ 
cially from the university’s 
success.” 


People who live in the near¬ 
by Bloomsbury flats had ex¬ 
pressed fears the student halls, 
which will stretch up to seven 
storeys tall, would overshadow 
their homes. 

They had also warned the de¬ 
velopment could lead to an in¬ 
crease in antisocial behaviour 
in the area and create parking 
problems, as the development 
would only have five parking 
spaces for disabled students. 

But professor Petford 
pledged the university would 
make sure such problems did 
not arise. 

He said: “As the plans were 
developed we worked hard to 
engage with local residents 
and get their views on the pro¬ 
posals. This feedback was in¬ 
valuable and helped shape the 
final proposals and improve 
the overall design of the build¬ 
ing. And we’re keen to thank 
all those who took the time to 
contribute. 

“However, it does not stop 
there, we’re committed to con¬ 
tinuing to work with the local 
community to make sure we 
gets this absolutely right.” 

Work on the £25 million 
building is due to start in the 
summer. It is expected to open 
in January 2014.

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Hosepipe ban will help county to 
recover from drought conditions 


FROM last Thursday 
residents across North¬ 
amptonshire have been 
banned from using their 
hosepipes ... as the 
county dries off from 
flash-floods. 

Anglian Water imposed the 
ban on its domestic customers 
in order to preserve its water 
supplies and to raise aware¬ 
ness of the continuing drought 
- which will take weeks of flash 
floods to overcome. 

It comes as weather experts 
at Pitsford Hall Weather Sta¬ 
tion, attached to Pitsford Hall 
School, published its monthly 
weather report showing last 
month was the driest March in 
12 years. 

Under 10 hours of rain fell 
over just seven days throughout 
the month, amounting to just 
12.8mm. It was also the warmest 
March since 1997 with people 
enjoying 26 days of sunshine 
and a high of 20C on March 28. 

It compounded a string of 
consecutive dry months which 
have led to the drought. 

Peter Simpson, managing 
director of Anglian Water, 
said: “The fact is that it simply 
has not rained anywhere near 
enough. Two dry winters have 
prevented rivers, reservoirs 


and aquifers from refilling with 
the water we treat and supply 
during the rest of the year, espe¬ 
cially during the hotter months 
when demand rises. 

“We cannot know how much 
rain the rest of the year will 
bring and that’s why we believe 
a domestic hosepipe ban now 
is the most sensible and re¬ 
sponsible action to take to help 
safeguard customer supplies 
for this year, next year and be¬ 
yond.” 

Under the terms of the ban, 
there will be a small number of 
exemptions to protect jobs and 
livelihoods and the infirm. Cus¬ 
tomers can still water their gar¬ 
dens if they use a watering can 
not a hose, and can still clean 
their cars, provided they use a 
bucket. 

Anyone caught breaching the 
ban, which will not affect busi¬ 
ness owners, could be fined up 
to £1,000. 

Councillor John Caswell, 
Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment, said the council was 
monitoring water levels across 
its parks. He added: “Sadly, we 
may have to accept that over the 
next few years the water level 
will be lower in ponds and lakes 
that are not fed by streams or 
other water sources.”

'Car crash' stunt helps 
to educate youngsters 


A FATAL car accident 
was created at a school 
in Northamptonshire to 
warn youngsters about 
the effects of alcohol. 

The event, called “Prison? 
Me? No Way” was held at Wil¬ 
liam Parker School in Daven- 
try and saw police and fire 
officials depict the aftermath 
of the likely scene when a 
boy crashed a stolen car hav¬ 
ing had too much to drink. 

Year 10 pupils saw what 
happened to the driver when 
he was arrested, interviewed, 
charged, sent to court and 
eventually imprisoned as 
part of a number of interac¬ 
tive workshops held through¬ 
out the day 

The school’s sixth formers 
helped for the day by acting 


the parts at the car crash and 
in some of the workshops. 

Interim headteacher for 
the school Krysia Butwilows- 
ka said: “It was a very useful 
day for our year 10 pupils 
because a lot of them might 
think that having a few 
drinks is not the end of the 
world. But today shows the 
consequences. 

“I am delighted with how 
the day went. It made the stu¬ 
dents realise what could hap¬ 
pen and they responded very 
well to all of the workshops. 

“This has been running 
for the past eight years and 
the pupils always come away 
feeling like they have learned 
a very deep meaning.” 

Guests at the event in¬ 
cluded the town’s MP Chris 
Heaton-Harris, the Lord 


Lieutenant of Northampton¬ 
shire and the county’s High 
Sheriff. 

The day was poignant for 
staff and pupils as one of the 
school’s former pupils, Joe 
Butler, died in a car crash 
last month. 

Inspector Paul Valentine 
from the Daventry Safer Com¬ 
munity Team said: “Earlier 
this year we planned, with 
our partner agencies, to run 
this educational and interac¬ 
tive project in schools across 
the area and had a really suc¬ 
cessful ‘Me Prison? No Way!’ 
day at day Danetre School 
with great feedback from the 
students and staff there. 

“The focus of the day is to 
interact with students about 
anti-social behaviour, crime 
and fire prevention.”

Stunt show was

Stunt Show looked at risk of 
becoming the extremely disap¬ 
pointing stunt show as relentless rain 
made any stunts very difficult.

Fortunately, the daring stuntmen 
- and woman - rose to the challenge 
and the show really got going after 
a set by two talented young BMX 
riders. 

Things further revved up when the 
motorbikes came on, ending the first 
half on a high as they jumped a row 
of five cars. 

The level of stunts stepped up an¬ 
other gear in the second half, which 
featured a human torch, a presum¬ 
ably quite mad man who walked the 
length of the arena with a flaming 
carpet burning at 600C on his back, 
a 360-degree rollover in an Audi and 
a stunt involving a 7ft stool being 
knocked out from under a BMX 
rider’s feet by a speeding car. 

At the request of the audience 
- a pretty good turnout for a wet 
and windy evening - the motorbike 
riders jumped higher and further, 
performing more dangerous - and 
therefore more entertaining - stunts. 

But the best was saved for last, 
when two giant monster trucks 
crushed and jumped their way over 
a row of cars to the delight of the 
young boys in the crowd.

Something of a 
Joseph expert 

IT feels a bit sad to say this, but I'm quite an 
expert on the Andrew Lloyd Webber musical 
Joseph and the Amazing Technicolor Dream- 
coat. 

The mania started about 20 years ago when 
I caught sight of the twinkly, golden-haired 
Jason Donovan as Joseph at the London Pal¬ 
ladium. Then my sister got a part in the show 
as one of the children, leading to a few more at¬ 
tendances by her proud older sibling. Then my 
husband bought me a ticket to see Lee Mead; 
again in London. Altogether, I have probably 
seen the show six or seven times. 

So when I heard that Joseph was coming to 
Milton Keynes Theatre, guess what, I put my 
name down. 

For those - are there any of you out there? - 
unfamiliar with the story, the show follows the 
biblical story of Joseph, his father's favourite 
son. His father gives Joseph a beautiful, multi¬ 
coloured coat to wear but his jealous brothers 
soon take vengeance by faking Joe's death and 
selling him as a slave in Egypt. Undeterred, 
Joseph soon makes himself popular with the 
Pharaoh due to his amazing ability to decode 
prophetic dreams, a gift which saves the coun¬ 
try from famine. 

This musical is amazingly entertaining from 
start to finish; bright, colourful, funny and 
packed with some terrific tunes which have 
the annoying habit of staying in your head for 
weeks on end. The most underrated role of 
all is, I believe, the narrator, who has to ener¬ 
getically and expressively hold the story to¬ 
gether for the audience and everyone on stage 
throughout the performance. This was done 
brilliantly in this case by Jennifer Potts. 

Her voice really is powerful and I felt em- 
pathetically exhausted as I watched her dive 
enthusiastically around the stage, take part in 
the odd dance routine, tell the story and belt 
out some of the show's most famous numbers 
with real musicality. 

The lead role of Joseph was played by runner- 
up from the BBC1 Any Dream Will Do contest 
Keith Jack. Keith has a great voice and a cheeky 
smile which is an absolute must for the irritat¬ 
ingly perfect character of Joseph. I particularly 
enjoyed his rendition of Close Every Door. 

If I had to criticise, I would say that Keith 
could have engaged a bit more with the audi¬ 
ence in terms of his facial expressions to em¬ 
phasise funny lines such as the remark "I don't 
speak Egyptian very well," when he is being 
carted off to become a slave. 

But, small criticisms aside, this really is a fun 
show and stands up well to all the other ver¬ 
sions I have seen. A great way to cheer up a 
rainy weekday night.

J AMES Cameron's mega¬ 
budget love story set 
aboard the doomed ocean 
liner was a phenomenon. 

Buoyed by the on-screen 
chemistry of Leonardo DiCap- 
rio and Kate Winslet, Titanic 
sailed away with a record 11 
Academy Awards and broke 
box office records until Cam¬ 
eron trumped himself with 
the equally epic Avatar. 

The film also installed Ce¬ 
line Dion at the top of global 
charts for what seemed like 
an eternity with her heartfelt 
lament My Heart Will Go On. 

To coincide with the cen¬ 
tenary of Titanic’s ill-fated 
maiden voyage, Cameron has 
revisited his masterpiece and 
lovingly converted it to 3D. 

The Oscar-winning 
writer-director has been at 
the forefront of expanding the 
boundaries of the increas¬ 
ingly fashionable format. 

At multiplexes and IMAX 
cinemas, he has created some 
truly immersive experi¬ 
ences that soften the blow of 
inflated ticket prices and the 
inevitable discomfort of wear¬ 
ing the spectacles. 

In the case of Titanic, that 
discomfort lasts for more than 
three hours but no matter- 
we’re completely swept along 
by Cameron’s vision, which 
uses a fictional blue diamond 
necklace known as The Heart 
Of The Ocean as the narrative 
glue between the present and 
past. 

The film begins deep under¬ 
water with Brock Lovett (Bill 
Paxton) and his team of hi- 
tech treasure hunters scour¬ 
ing the submerged wreck. 

The 3D is breathtaking - we 
can almost feel particles in 
the water brushing against 
our faces as cameras glide 


through compartments. 

The search comes to nought 
until Brock meets 101-year-old 
survivor Rose DeWitt Bukater 
(Gloria Stuart). 

Staring transfixed at a 
sketch of her younger self, 
Rose recalls her burgeoning 
romance with spirited artist 
Jack Dawson (DiCaprio) 
aboard the eponymous luxury 
liner. 

Her jealous fiance Cal 
Hockley (Billy Zane) schemes 
to drive a wedge between the 
sweethearts with the help 
of his valet Spicer Lovejoy 
(David Warner) and Rose’s 
snobbish, money-oriented 
mother (Frances Fisher). 

Fate intervenes and pas¬ 
sengers of all classes fight for 
their lives as the ship quickly 
takes on freezing water. 

Titanic 3D is a feast for the 
senses and the heart, recall¬ 
ing the epic storytelling of 
British director David Lean 
and co, and cements Cam¬ 
eron’s reputation as an action 
director par excellence, but 
also as a master helmsman 
of delicately observed human 
drama. 

With all the technological 
advances of the past 15 years, 
the film still looks pristine 
and colours aren’t dulled by 
the new format. 

Indeed, Titanic is perfectly 
suited to it: water-logged cor¬ 
ridors seem to stretch into the 
distance; and our stomachs 
lurch with Jack and Rose as 
they cling to the stern, look¬ 
ing down as 

fellow passengers tumble to 
their doom. 

Cameron hasn’t plugged 
any of the plot holes and some 
dialogue is still cheesy but 
now, just as in 1998, we forgive 
him a multitude of sins.

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T HE Boxster has always been a 

divisive car. Some people love it and 
others would prefer to see the back 
of it, but if you’re in the latter category, 
it’s probably best to look away now. 

The latest version, designated 981 to 
the outgoing car’s 987, has been launched 
with the largest assortment of changes 
the Boxster has yet seen. 

Most obviously, it’s much more stylish 
on the outside, with new light clusters 
and much more attractive engine air 
intake vents on the sides. 

In a pre-launch press conference, the 
heads of the project confessed their main 
aim for this generation of the Boxster 
was to let it grow up a little, so it’s signifi¬ 
cantly wider at the front, a little longer, a 
bit lower, up to 35kg lighter and, crucial¬ 
ly, larger inside. Alarm bells were ringing 
at the mention of the word ‘comfort’, in 
that the new car has been designed to 
be much more so than its predecessors, 
with more room for occupants to stretch 
out, a faster, neater folding soft top with 
better sound insulation, a larger footprint 
on the road and - pitchforks on standby 
- electro-mechanical steering. 

But although the 981 is definitely more 
comfortable than the 987 for all the above 
factors and more, the car as a whole 
seems perhaps even more 
remarkable for the fact 
that it drives 


as well. 

It doesn’t matter too much whether 
you choose the standard Boxster, with its 
261bhp 2.7-litre engine now derived di¬ 
rectly from the 311bhp 3.4 in the Boxster 
S, or the more powerful and pricey car. 

The driving experience is, in the right 
specification, sublime. 

The same options are generally avail¬ 
able on both models excluding the already 
increased spec of the S, but specification 
is a bit of a hot potato in the Boxster sur¬ 
rounding the gearbox. 

A beautifully precise and mechanical¬ 
feeling six-speed manual is standard, but 
Porsche reckons most people will tick the 
PDK double-clutch option box. In turn, 
that comes with rocker-type gear change 
switches that are a bit rubbish for quick 
driving. 

The PDK ‘box is smooth, incredibly fast 
and offers the driver full manual control 
if he or she chooses it, but the addition¬ 
ally optional conventional paddle 
shift levers are the way for¬ 
ward. They replace 
the rocker 
switches 
- at 


a premium, 

which seems a tad unfair. 

Other worthy options include the partly 
electric sports seats, which are very low 
but give a top-drawer blend of comfort 
and support. Don’t worry too much about 
the ride on the optional 20-inch wheels, 
either. A first on the Boxster, they look 
great and the ride is always composed 
and never crashy. 

Handling is the mid-engined sports 
car’s forte. With a 46/54% weight distri¬ 
bution front to rear, there’s enough of 
a bias to make the Boxster rather lively, 
while being neutral enough for huge, 
confidence-inspiring cornering 
balance. 

It’s deliciously ad¬ 
justable on the 
throttle 
mid¬ 


corner and it’s at its 
most rewarding with 
judicious throttle ap¬ 
plied just after the apex, 
riding the wave of power through the tall 
gears right up to the 7,800rpm redline. 

It’s the liveliness that’s key. Although 
there’s monumental grip on offer on a 
warm, dry Tarmac road, you don’t 
need to try to use it all to have 
the time of your life in 
the 981.

Charles ready to 
prove his worth 



ANTHONY CHARLES feels 
the final five games of the 
Cobblers season will prove 
vital in terms of his chances 
of winning a new deal at Six- 
fields. 

The defender - who started Easter 
Monday’s 1-0 defeat at league leaders 
Swindon Town - is currently under 
contract until the summer. 

With only five npower League Two 
games left to play Charles is fully 
aware he will need a lot more min¬ 
utes under his belt if he is to extend 
his stay but could find himself in a 
strong position, with centre-back 
Clarke Carlisle’s loan spell from 
Burnley due to expire at the end of 
the season making Kelvin Langmead 
and Byron Webster the only special¬ 
ists in that position under wraps for 
next term. 


“I’m in the situation a lot of other 
people will be at this stage of the 
season, playing for their futures and 
playing for contracts,” he said. 

“It’s at this level that your con¬ 
tract does run down, you get used to 
it after a while, it’s not like at higher 
levels where you get a three-year 
contract and then 18 months into 
it you get a new one, you have to 
prepare yourself that you will have 
those talks when the season ends. 

“It has happened to me in previ¬ 
ous years and you just have to get on 
with your job and hope that the man¬ 
ager will offer you something. 

“We spoke when I first came here 
and it was a case of just playing the 
games and then having another con¬ 
versation at the end of the season. 

“That time is nearly here but we 
still have five games left that we need 
to focus on and pick up points from.” 


Something that might be in 
Charles’ favour is that he has been 
part of promotion-winning teams 
before, and would bring a knowledge 
of those experiences to a team who 
it is hoped will make substantial im¬ 
provements on how they have per¬ 
formed this season. 

“I’ve enjoyed my time here,” he 
said. “The lads have been in good 
form, I think we’ve only lost two of 
our last 10 games, which is very good 
form. 

“If we can take that to the end of 
the season then it will put us in a 
good position for when we kick off 
next year but it’s all about this year 
first. 

“As you get older you get more 
experienced and you know how to 
set yourself in a game and what 
you have to do in different 
areas.”

Ashton 
wants 
to end 
on high 

CHRIS ASHTON says it is “mas¬ 
sively important” that he ends his 
Saints career by lifting the Pre¬ 
miership trophy. 

The England winger is leaving 
Franklin’s Gardens at the end of 
the campaign after five years at 
the club. 

The drawn-out nature of his de¬ 
parture did not please Saints and 
neither did the 25-year-old’s deci¬ 
sion to walk out on training after 
being dropped for the Heineken 
Cup clash with Munster. 

But Ashton has made up with 
director of rugby Jim Mallinder 
since that falling out and is now 
focused on ending his time at the 
club on the biggest possible high - 
a first Premiership trophy for the 
club. 

“It is massively important that 
we get to the final,” said Ashton. 
“I said that from the minute I de¬ 
cided to leave. 

“We have never been to a Pre¬ 
miership final at this club and 
that is all we have got to play for 
now. 

“I am going to try my hardest 
and all the lads in the squad will 
be as well, to try and win the Pre¬ 
miership.” 

Saints’ title hopes will be tested 
to the full over the next two weeks 
by an east midlands derby against 
Leicester at Franklin’s Gardens 
on Saturday and then a trip to Ex¬ 
eter, who are hot on their heels for 
a play-off place. 

Ashton has scored 90 tries in 
108 appearances for Saints, but he 
has not gone over the whitewash 
this year after enduring a blank 
Six Nations for England. 

In fact, Ashton’s last try was 
against Leicester at Welford Road 
on December 3 last year. 

He would dearly love to end 
his four-month drought against 
Leicester, especially as that game 
was tainted by his four-week ban 
for pulling Alesana Tuilagi into 
touch by his hair. 

“I just want one, just one that is 
all I want,” said Ashton. 

Saints have been buoyed by 
their resounding win at Bath and 
will be looking to gain revenge 
for last month’s LV= Cup defeat 
against Leicester. 

“It was hard going down to 
Bath,” said Ashton. “We had 
Calum (Clark) and Dyls (Hart¬ 
ley) not playing, but a few lads 
stepped up and it was good win. 

“We needed that to keep us in 
the top four with important games 
coming up.” 
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
